Syndicate Buys Acreage in 
Tamaulipas 


German Farmers Are to be 
Put on Land 


Success of Americans Near 
Manuel Cited

TAMPICO (Mex.) March 6.— 
Twenty-five thousand acres of land 
near Manuel, in the State of Tu- 
maulipas, has been purchased by 
a syndicate, which announces tts 
intention of colonizing it exclustve- 
ly with Germans some from the 
United States. but most of them 
from Germany. 

The land ts de subdtvided into 


emall farms and only real farmer 
coloniats are to be brought tn. Bev- 
eral hundred families, it is sald, 
will be put on the land. 

The coloniste will raise corn, 
cotton, flax, beans, peas, tomatoes, 
onions and similar products A- 
ready there is a thriving foreign 
colony at Manuel and string beans 
now are being. shipped daily. A 
few years ago this land was almost 
wholly underveloped, but the suc- 
cers of American colonists who be- 
gan operations there about three 
vears ago has attracted wide atten- 
tion and several thousand acres 
now ere in cultivation. 


COLONY PROSPERS 

A cotton gin also was estab- 
lished last year. It is a fair am- 
ple of what d happening in many 
parts of Mexico where foreigners 
are coming in and applying syste- 
matic and co-operative methods It 
fa doubtful if any such colony in 
Mexico, In which there are enough 
Americane or other foreigners to 
create community production large 
enough to interest buyers from a 
distance, is a failure, and most of 
them are strikingty prosperous.

MADERA COUNTY PROSPERS 


Rapid Growth Revealed 


Annual Chamber of Commerce Banquet 


by Figures Presented At 


Facts and figures in regard to 


annual Chamber of Commerce banquet in Madera this week surprised 
even those in closest touch with the county's development. 


Madera county brought out at the 


Some districts of California have 
had all they could do to hold level 
during the past five bears, yet 
Madera county's postal receipts 
have increased from $21,925.73 in 
1920 to $28,066.40 in 1925. The 
County Assessor prepared 46365 tax 
statements in 1920, and 17895 in 
§925—a particularily healthy in- 
dication, showing, as it does in 
most instances, new families of 
county residents, new tracts of land 
intensively farmed. 
The San Joaquin Light and 
Power Corporation in 1915 had 
829 service connections. It now 
has 8627. There were 356 tele- 
phones in the county in 1916, 
slightly over twice that number in 
1920, and service now goes to 1094 
patrons. 

Diversification of county crops 
and settlement of additional lands

— increage of 137 per cent. 
uring the same period, 1920 to 
1925, the number of teachers in 
the county schools has increased 
from 109 to 149, or 37 per cent, 
aoe the enrollment from 3593 to 
Taxation, a bugaboo in some 
parts of the country, is near the 
irreducible minimum in Madera 
county, which has the second 
lowest tax rate and the second low- 
est assessed valuation of agricul- 
tural lands of any county in the 


State. 

showing of substantial 
growth and sound, uninflated pros- 
perity is naturally reflected in the 
county's ranks, which are in the 
best financial condition in their his- 
tory. There are deposits 
than ever before, and never has the 
cash on hand and in reserve banks 
and quick assets been so large as 


to Madera county's wide diversifi- 
cation of products, ranging through 
grain, cotton, lumber, granite, fresh 
and dried fruits, raisins, vegeta- 
bles, dairying, poultry, cattle and 
sheep, making a total cash crop 
and product turnover for the year 
equal to the total assessed valua- 
tion of the county. 

The bank examiners on their 
visits here have made the state- 
ment repeatedly that the loans of 
Madera county banks are better 
diversified than those of almost any 
county in California, due to the 
above conditions. 

This progress has been made in 
spite of the fact that much of the 
land is yet held in large tracts, 
not intensively developed.

Costing approximately $340,000, 
the final unit of the State highway, 


connecting Los Angeles and Whit- 
tier, and the new viaduct span- 
ning Whittier Boulevard at the 
proposed junction of Washington 
and Whittier boulevards, are now 
open to motor and rail traffic. The 
roadbed of the new unit, three and 
one-half miles in length, was con- 
structed by Kuhn Brothers of Man- 
hattan Beach and is fifty-six feet 
wide. ° 

This link, an important section 
of the Los Angeles-to-San Diego 
main highway, is of concrete, rang 
ins from seven to nine inches in 
depth, according to G. R. Martin, 
secretary of the Whittier Chamber 
of Commerce. An 800-foot verti- 
cal curve roadway, running under 
the viaduct, eliminates a dangerous 
rallroad crossing. <A special drain- 
age system has been installed to 
carry off surplus water.

SPEEDS UP 
TILE PLANT 


Time Formerly Required 
to Bake Product is Cut 
Down to Three Hours 


Marking one of the most im- 
portant forward strides made in the 
clay products industry in recent 
years, the Glendale plant of Ga- 
ding, McBean & Co., has just com- 
pleted the installation of one of 
the fastest, continuous process, au- 
tomatic firing kiln in the United 
States, if not in the world, officials 
of the company revealed yesterday. 
Equipped with a pyrometer sys- 
tem, which makes it possible to 
control the temperature within the 
kiln under a range of ten degrees, 
the new apparatus develops a 
maximum heat vf 2000 degrees and 
bakes faience of decorative tiles 
in three hours, a process that for- 
merly required three weeks at the 
establishment, according to J. &. 
Stanton, manager of the tile de- 
partment. 

Eastern plants, using the latest 
type equipment, have been unable 
to perform this operation under 
forty-eight hours, while the av- 
erage time needed for this work in 
most of the modern plants is fifty- 
four hours, Stantor declared. 

The new kiln is of the tunnel 
type. The molded clay enters at 
one end and moves continuously 
through tho gigantic oven on auto- 
matic conveyers, emerging three 
hours later in the form of the fin- 
ished product. The apparatus has 
a maximum capacity of 50,000 
Square feet of tiles per month.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, March 4.— 
The new mile-long overhead bridge

In 
reply I beg leave to say that as to the as 
sumed change, there is not the slightest 
evidence so far as I am aware from any 
scientific field to bear out the assumption 
that our digestive tract is any different 
from what it was hundreds of thousands of 
years ago. As far ae I\have been able to 
find out from authorities our digestive tract 
is almost indistinguishable from that of the 
monkey, our nearest relative among the 
lower animals. The monkeys are reported 
to be unable to withstand the evil effects 
of cooked food. That we are ordinarily able 
to withstand the effects of a cooked diet 
with a greater or less degree of health, un- 
til we have lived perhaps half of the number 
of years that Nature intended we should, 
is, I belfeve, not due to a change in our 
physical makeup since our ancestors die 
covered fire and acquired the bad habit of 
cooking, but rathcr to a greater adaptability 
than the monkeys. We might compare the 
ability of a man to survive a cooked dict 
with all of its frills for the period, ot the 
ordinary life, to the survival of the Ken- 
tucky gentleman of the old school who im- 
bibed unlimited quantities of whisky. 
Those who reached middle or old age did 
so not because the whisky was harmiess 
but because they were endowed with, or had 
acquired, exceptional powers of resistance 
to its evil effects.

Like other famous fruit brands, ite adop 
tion was convieved by a co-operative. Cal- 
avo” has become the official brand of the 
California Avocado Growers’ Exchange. 
Though this organization be only a young 
ster in the cooperative field, little grass 
grows under its feet, witnessed by the fact 
that it controls 75 per cent of the commer- 
cial bearing avocado acreage. That the fu- 
ture holds in store a merry old time for the 
organization is evident in the light ef cold 
statistics, which predict a 100 per cent in- 
crease in production in 1926 over 1925, and, 
upon the same comparative basis, an ava- 
lanche of 2000 per cent more butter-fruit 
in 1930, Mucho Calavo! . 


Necessity has been adjudged the mother 
not only of invention but of co-operation, and 
if a prospective jump from a quarter of a 
million to ten million pounds in five or six 
years does not constitute sufficient provoca 
tion for group in a selling way, pray 
tell what does. Ten million pounds in 1930 
means, perhaps, 13,000,000 avocadoes, or 
from another angle, a million and a half 
pounds, or 750 tons, of pure fat, fruit-butter, 
if you please. Undoubtedly this might be 
enough to thoroughly grease the skids of a 
less-prepared industry, but to the exchange, 
the future is a challenge, and rolled-up shirt 
sleeves the sign of impending battle. 

The exchange is an outgrowth of the Cal- 
ifeornia Avocado Association, that worthy or- 
ganization, famous for its contributions to 
avocado science, and is manned by South- 
ern California growers of recognised stand- 
ing and business ability. Heading the or- 
ganization is Carl V. Newman of Tustin, 
with John W. Hart, Los Angeles, and A. F. 
assy, Santa Barbara, serving as vice-pres- 
idents. George B. Hodgkin, secretary-man- 
ager. is the active director of the business, 
aided by Assistant Secretary J. ©. Greer. 

Down to the proverbial guats eye-brow 
is the way it is all figured out by EB. C. Dut- 
on, dierctor of the exchange, president of 
the Avocado Association and sponsor of the 
popular variety bearing his name. Thirteen 
million avocados in 1930, 130,000,000 people 
in the U. 8. X., answer: one-tenth of an avo 
cado per capita per year. Simple; nothing 
to do but follow the rough and ready rule of 
“Rarly to bed, early to rise, work like hell, 
and advertise!”

BUSINESS TO DATE 

According to Manager George B. Hodgkin, 
262.579 pounds of fruit were handled by the 


exchange during the past year, exclusive ot 


42,557 pounds marketed privately by grower- 
members under permit. Of this quantity, 
91,000 pounds were shipped out of Los An- 
geles, of which 41,000 were sold in San 
Francisco. The remaining 60.000 pounds 
went to Eastern markets, principally to New 
York, being sold on an F. O. B. cas 

Although local markets have taken the 
major portion, there were months when the 
exchange was forced to sell three times as 
much fruit in the Fast as in Los Angeles, 
and with this experience has come the realli- 
zation that markets must be widened to 
meet future production. A more extensive 
sales promotion campaign will have to be 
launched. With this broadening of markets, 
the approximate maintenance of present 
price levels is anticipated in spite of heavy 
production increases. Typical of youth, 
this young co-operative is garnishing a big 
job with optimism, and lacks nothing in A 
way of a rooting section as it proceeds with 
the making of avocado history. 

In spite of an increase of 100,000 pounds 
handled in 1925 over 1924, net returns to 
growers shewed an increase. First grade 
fruit returned 40 cents per pound net to the

Federal Farm Experts Advise Moderation 
in Planting More Acreage 


ACTS of economic to South- 

ern California farmers were released 

recently through the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service of Los Angeles county. Fig- 
ures bearing on the sational agricultural 
outlook for 1926 have been compiled by the 
United States Bureau of Agricultural Eco 
nomics, and with these as a basis, extracts 
relative to crops of importance in California 
are being broadcast by the Los Angeles 
county farm adviser’s office. Following 
are pertinent observations from the com- 
piled report: 

“Agricultural production has been so read- 
justed that the farming industry as a whole 
is now in the best position since 1920. An 
important feature of this readjustment has 
been the better general balance achieved 
in livestock production. Further readjust- 
ments would help in the production of some 
crops. Farm products taken all together are 
mot at par with industrial goods and serv- 
ices. Any general expansion in production 
at this time would tend to place agriculture 
in a less favorable economic position. 

“If last year’s oats acreage is maintained, 
relatively low prices for this grain are like 
ly to continue unless yields are much re 
duced. Oats production in 1925 was about 
20,000,000 bushels smaller than in 1924 in 
apite of a & per cent increase in acreage, 
but the larger carry-over brought the sup 
ply for this season above last year's to total 
and prices have worked to the lowest fig- 
ures since 1921-22. The decreasing number 
of horses both on farms and tm cities is es- 
pecially important in this connection. 


“Both the export &nd domestic demand 
for barley next year is likely to be less 
than in the past year. An acreage equal to 
that of last year, with average yields, would 
probably result in continued low prices. The 
export demand for high-grade malting bar- 
ley from the Pacific Coast may be expect- 
ed to continue. 

COTTON GROWERS WARNED 


“The demand for the 1926 crop of cot- 
ton probably will not be sufficient te ab 
sorb.a crop as large as that of 1925 ex- 
cept at reduced prices. Costs of produc 
tion will probably be about the same as in 
1925 and growers would do well to proceed 
with care when planting their acreages for 
the present year. For the past two seasons 
the rate of world production of cotton has 


exceeded the rate of world consumption 
and so the stocks have increased. Although 
these stocks are not yet burdensome as «@ 
whole, further material increases might eas- 
fly make them so. The conditions under 
which the new crop will be marketed are 
still uncertain but there is no indication that 
the mill demand will exceed that of the pres 


ent season. 


“Growers of very early potatoes who can 
market their product by the first week of 
June have an unusual opportunity this sea- 
son, but there is danger that growers in the 
later potato States may be influenced by 
present prices and plant too heavily. An in- 
crease of 10 per cent in acreage with normal 
yields is about the limit that would prove 
Seed is now so high that those

STOCK OUTLOOK SETTER 


“Both the immediate and long-time out- 
look for the cattle industry appear more 
favorable than for a period of years. The 
number of steers is the lowest lu many years 
with present breeding stocks apparently 
large enough to supply as much beef as it 
will pay cattle prorducers to raise. A rea- 
somably constant demand for beef is antici- 
pated, and no prospect of early competition 
in our markets from foreign sources is in 
sight. The maintenance of better breeding 
herds will place the cattlemen in a position 
as rapidly as demand 


“The outlook for the swine industry 
throughout 1926 seems very favorable, with 
indications that hog prices will be main- 
tained at high levels. The number of hogs 
in the areas of commercial production is 
the smallest since 1921 and for the entire 
country the smallest In many years. Stocks 
of pork and lard are the second smallest in 
ten years and the present strong domestic 
demand for pork products seems likely to

A little discretion at this point may be ad- 
visable. One recalls what California dairy- . 
men are trying to do to the cocoanut cow 
which gives butter substitutes. We have 
no desire to furnish such hard eggs another 
objective after the first has been wiped of 
the map. Calavo! That would be irony. 

Curves of 24 and 25 show temporary price 
recessions in May and again in August-Sep 
tember, with March and April the strong 
price months for California fruit. Florida 
(how familiar!) is our principal competitor. 
(Sorry to spring this chestnut again.) Au- 
gust, September and October are her big 
avocado montha, with a full season extend- 
ing over the entire second half of the cal- 
endar year. The Trapp variety, West la- 
dian strain, is the leader there. 


To date, however, this competition has 
not been serious, because California fruit 
has not entered the competitive market, 
but has readily been sold where Florida 
fruit is not wanted. Local avocados are 
practically twice as rich in fat as are those 
from the Gulf State. Even the lenient 8 per 
cent fat requirement of the California Fruit 
and Vegetable Standardization Law tre- 
quently cannot be met by Florida shipments. 
Quality wins, and will continue to win as 
consumers learn the difference between good 
and poor or indifferent fruit. 


THE ROAD AHEAD 


Some idea of the difficulties ahead may 
be gleaned from an earlier statement regard- 
ing prospective production increases. To 
find consumers and to efficiently cross the 
bridge called distribution are the outstand- 
ing problems facing the industry. Plant'~¢s 
have increased by leaps and bounds. Some 
will go by the board because of poor selec 
tion of varieties and location. The greater 
percentage, however, will demand a hearing 
sooner or later, and the exchange will not 
only have some tall listening to do, but will 
be called upon for some snappy action as 
well. 


Education will play an important part in 
the expansion of the avocado business, for 
it is a matter of common knowledge that 
the . mass of potential consumers 
knows little or nothing now about the avo 
cado and its food value. It may be that this 
obstacle is not as formidable as first glance 
would indicate, because, according to Hodg- 
kin, the avocado has shown itself to be a 
“repeater” in every instance where markets 
have been tapped. People like them and 
come back for more. A cardinal principle of 
merchandising is the steady availability of 
the article to be sold. People must be fur- 
nished an article whenever they want K. aud 
the avocado scores at this point, because no 
month of the year will be without its share 
of fruit once a proper balance of varieties 
has been established. Moreover, its food 
value and composition are such that Hh may 
suffer little from competition even during 
the peak fruit months of the summer. is 
other words, it is in a class by itself. 


THE “IDEAL” VARIETY 


The grower may well ask of the salesmar 
just what constitutes the ideal variety. 
Briefly, it is one which (1) weighs three 
quarters of a pound to a pound and a half, 
(2) ripens gradually from the holidays to 
the late spring months, (3) hangs securely 
on the tree after it is ripe, (4) is a good 
shipper, (5) has 15 per cent or more of fat, 
(6) has a small seed and high percentage of 
edibility (7) is a high producer and one 
which will stand handling under large-scale, 
commercial production, and (8) is hardy and 
easy to propagate. Candidates will please 
rise! 

It is all so new, this avocado business, yet 
so fascinating, that one finds the future a 
quite dificult picture to paint. A great con- 
fusion of varieties bewilders the beginner, 
and even the old-timer, and this must be 
remedied by elimination and standardiza- 
tion. The matter of salesmanship is not as 
great a jumble, thanks to the hard-surface 
road built by pioneers in the field of co-ope- 
rative fruit marketing, and when one con- 
siders the avenues of attack still open, op 
timiem takes the lead. For example, the 
gréat field of refrigeration for storage and 
transportation has hardly been tapped, 
whereby destructive gluts and depressions 
may be avoided. 

After all has been said and done, however, 
to make the family of five eat half an avo 
cado per year is the big job, and if talk and 
printer’s ink do their duty as efficiently as 
-the avocado does in tooting its own horn, a

Our Show Beat East MODERATION 


in Some Respects 


The big Madison Square Garden poultry 
show recently held in New York City re 
flected a healthy tone in exhibition poultry 
throughout the East, according to reports. 
With a total of more than 2000 chickens 
on exhibition, and enough turkeys, ducks, 
geese, bantams, pigeons and pet stock to 
bring the figures over the 5000 mark, this 
year’s show, which was the first held in the 
new Madison Square Garden building, was 
pronounced fully up to standard, and in 
some classes probably surpassed the quality 
of previous exhibits. 

A feature of the event this year was the 
large number of Jersey Black Giants and 
Light Brahmas on display, these two breeds 
ranking second and third, respectively, in 
point of numbers. Barred Plymouth Rocks 
led the list with total of 183 birds shown, 
followed in order by 180 Jersey Black Gi- 
ants, 179 Light Brahmas, 163 8. C. White Leg 
horns, 151 8. C. Rhode Island Reds, 136 White 
Plymouth Rocks, 124 Anconas, 112 White 
Wyandottes, and 110 Black Minorcas, these 
being the only breeds in which the entries 
reached 100 birds or more. 

When it is recalled that at the recent Am- 
bassador Poultry Show held in Los Angeles 
in December there were 214 Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks, 174 Rhode Island Reds, and 
almost 100 birds each in the White Ply- 
mouth Rock, Cornish and Blue Andalusian 
classes, it would seem that the big eastern 
show really has “nothing on us” when it 
comes to numbers. Californians can say in 
all modesty, too, that they have the quality 
to go with the quantity. 


FLORIDA'S CITRUS CROP 


Commercial shipments of Florida - citrus 
fruits are now estimated by the United State 
Bureau of Agriculture at 14,000,000 boxes, 
8.500,00 of which will be oranges and tan 
gerines and 5,500,000 grapefruit. This is a 
reduction of 2,200,000 boxes from the est, 
mate issued by the department in Decem- 
ber. The present estimate for grapefruit 
is lower by 800,000 boxes than the December 
figures. If these estimates are correct, the 
shipments will be 2,500,000 boxes of oranges 
and 2,700,000 boxes of grapefruit less than 
the previous year.. California citrus esti- 
mates remain unchanged at 20,400,000 boxes 
of oranges and 400,000 boxes of grapefruit.

(Continued from Page Three) 
felatively strone position. The sumber of 
dairy heifers on farms has been decreasing 
since 1922 and the number of milk cows on 
farms ia slightly lees than a year ago. Some 
slight increase in numbers of young stock 
during the next two years may be desirable. 
However, if the present trend in foreign pro» 
duction continues upward, and unless con 
sumption in Europe continues to increase, 
foreign competition in our markets will likes 
ly become more important. 


“The market for poultry, at least during 
the first six months of 1926, will probably be 
better than it was during the same period in 
1925 when heavy storage stocks of dressed 
poultry had a depressing. influence. Storage 
stocks this year are considerably below 
those of the same month of last year which 
may be expected to result in broader outlets 
for fresh killed poultry. Present conditions 
indicate that the production of eggs will be 
larger and prices lower during the first half 
— hs year 1926 than for the same period in 
1925. 


THE FRUIT SITUATION 


“Barring freezes, a very material increase 
in production of citrus fruit is to be expect- 
ed from established orchards and further 
planting should not be made without serious 
consideration. In Florida, only about 58 
per cent of the orange trees and about 8 
per cent of the grapefruit trees have 
reached bearing age and not much over half 
of the bearing trees have reached full pro- 
duction. Heavy plantings of grapefruit 
trees have recently been made in Texas. 
Plantings of oranges in California are about 
sufficient to maintain the present acreage. 


“As a long-time outlook, apple growers ap 
pear to have turned the corner, and with 
the decrease in bearing trees can reasonably 
expect marketing conditions to gradually 
improve. So far as commercial production 
is concerned, the decrease in the number of 
bearing trees has been more than offset by 
increased yields in the commercial sections. 
However, in the Northwest the point of 
maximum production seems to have been 
nearly reached and in the commercial sec- 
tions of the East the rate of increase will 
be gradual. Conditions for the unmarketed 
portion of the 1925 crop do not seem likely 
to improve during the remainder of the sea- 
802. 


“Grape production in California is on the 
increase and will probably continue upward 
for a few years without additional plantings, 
which makes new plantings undesirable. In 
favored localities where the native type of 
grape is grown for local markets, it is prob- 
able that new plantings may be undertaken 
upon favorable sites. 

“Conditions indicate that the cantaloupe 
acreage should be increased but little if any 
in the early producing States, and should 
be reduced in the intermediate and late sec 
tions. Watermelon acreage can be main- 
tained on about the same basis as last year 
with prospects of fairly satisfactory returns 
to growers. 

THE TRUCK CROPS 


“Growers of sweet potatoes should not 
permit the satisfactory prices of the last 
two seasons lead them into the mistake of 
planting an excessive acreage this spring. It 
must be remembered that exceptionally low 
yields rather than reduced acreage caused 
the low production which resulted in high 
prices. 

“Production of truck crops has increased 
faster than the demand. However, the in- 


A creased production is evidence of profitable 


returns at least in favorably situated sec- 
tions for certain crops. Additional acreage 
hond be added only after careful study of 
accessible markets. 


“Producers of early cabbage should be in 
a favorable. market position, at least during 
the opening monthts of the season. There is 
danger that present high prices will induce 
growers in the late cabbage States to in- 
crease their acreage. 


“The total acreage of onions in late 
States cannot be increased appreciably with- 
out the probability of a crop too large to be 
marketed at satisfactory prices. Acreage

Of the animals tested there 
were 627 cows giving an average butter-fat 
production of forty pounds or more.

725; potatoes, $498,248.; peaches, $472,320; 
dates, $305,000; grapes, $631,520; grain, 
$268,089; onions, $204,000; walnuts, $232,- 
000; almonds, $117,180; apricats, $128,800; 
prunes, $117,180. 


COTTON ACREAGE LARGER 

CORCORAN.—Starting in this locality, the 
planting of cotton has spread practically all 
over Kings county. Seven thousand acres 
of new cotton planting;, in this district are 
in sight for the comirg season, and it looks 
as though there will be 20,000 acres in cot- 
ton in the county in 1926. Between 2500 and 
3000 acres will be planted in the vicinity of 
Hanford for the first time, it is said, and the 
Globe Cottonseed Company will erect a 
gin there.

STOCK FOR FOX FARM 


- (Continued from Page Sixteen) 


“Foxes breed annually for a period of 
about eight years. Litters ordinarily con- 
tain from two to eight whelps, with some 
times as many as eleven. During the period 
from February to June the foxes must be 
unmolested and allowed to sleep in quiet 
contented solitude. 

“The whelps open their eyes when three 
weeks of age. After three months the lit- 
ter may be considered safe, and may be tak- 
en away from the mother, although it is bet- 
ter to leave them together during the full 
nursing period of six monthts. The young 
breed at nine months, and are fully grown 
when one year old. 

“Breeders must be strong, healthy, and 
well blooded; great care must be taken in 
their selection. It was only by the painstak- 
ing process of selective breeding that the 
phase of the red fox known as silver-black, 
a freak of nature, was permanently obtained. 
Most fox furs, perhaps 95 per cent of them 
come from ranches at the present time.” 

Charles Dalton, a Canadian trapper, Me. 
Mac Denald says, first conceived the idea of 
raising foxes in captivity. In 1894, he pro- 
cured a pair of “silvers,” cared for them on 
his ranch, and cafried on experiments. La- 
ter, in partnership with Robert Oulton, he 
started what is believed to have been the 
first regular fox farm. These breeders and 
others taking up the industry gradually 
built up a business in the pelts, most early 
shipments going to London. By the time 
of the World War farms had been estab- 
lished in many parts of Canada and in sev- 
eral States of the United States. Many 
speculative enterprises were undertaken by 
promoters and this hurt the industry. The 
war, too, gave it a setback. Now interest 
has been revived and many new fox farms 
are being constantly established. 

The supply of wild furs decreased 50 per 
cent between 1892 and 1911, Mr. Mac Donald 
says and prices advanced 300 per cent in 
the same period. The time is coming, he de- 
clares, when furs must be produced on 
ranches or women must find something else 
to take their place. Mr. Mac Donald also 
says that furs grown in captivity are supe- 
rior to those produced in the wild, since they 
may be taken when prime, whereas wild 
furs must be taken when caught, regardless 
of condition.

After full discussion the report of the 
committee was adopted by a unanimous 
vote. The old committee was continued and 
instructed to carry out the measures recom- 
mended. ‘The data secured will be put at 
the disposal of the American Milk Goat Rec- 
ord Association and the final shape of the 
measure will, of course, be determined by 
that body, as it alone has power to promul- 
gate and enforce such rules. H. F. Schinker, 
the acting chairman of the meeting, is also 
a director of the American Milk Goat Rec- 
ord Association. He said that in many ways 
it is appropriate that the Southern Califor- 
nia Milk Goat Breeders’ Association should 
take the initiative in bringing about this 
much-needed reform, as its membership in- 


tages much of the uncertainty out of breeding.

Will Heip Mexicans to 
Meet the Law 


BRAWLEY.—wWith the organization of an 


Brawley, Imperial Valley farmers are open- 
ing a campaign to help Mexican laborers se- 
cure papers of admiasion to the United 
States. The federal immigration law requires 
that Mexicans entering this country must 
do so at a regular port of entry, must be 
able to read some language, present small 
photographs of themselves, give informa- 
tion as to birthplace and the like, and pay a 
consular fee of $10 and a head tax of $8. 


Most of the Mexicans in the valley have 
not complied with these regulations and 
therefore are subject to deportation. Immi- 
gration officials sent out to enforce the law 
have caused much alarm among the Men- 
cans, and continued deportations will Cer- 


tainly lead to a serious labor shortage and 


great loss to the ranchers of this ‘district. 
The employers of Mexican labor have 
formed this bureau and have taken up with 


immigration authorities a plan whereby the. 


workers may secure papers and remain in 
the country under the law. Under their 
plan the Mexicans are to appear at the local 
offices, submit the necessary information 
and pay an installment on the fee and tax. 
They will be given a pass book which they 
may take to any Imperial county bank and 
make additional weekly payments. When 
the $18 has been paid the laborer will be 
taken to Calexico and given the papers to 
show the legality of his residence on this 
side of the line. 

Employers are exerting every effort to 
make this plan a success, for if it fails, most 
of the Mexican workers will be deported 
With the cantaloupe crop coming on, this 
would mean a disaster to the people of Im- 
perial Valley.

to the apple and pear orchards of Tehachapi 
Valley between the first full blooming about 
April 12 and the time the frdit sets. During 
this period the temperature does not go 
low enough to do any harm for more than 
two hours, all told. The growers*there have 
equipped 325 acres of pear trees with fire 
pots, and should this protection prove its 
value, the defense against Jack Frost will 
be extended over approximately 1100 acres 
in pears and 1300 acres ip apples. 

George Alexander, government meteorolo 
gist, has been sent from Washington, D. C., 
to supervise the experiment.. He has set 
up his instruments and will give warning 
when frost damage is imminent. The gov- 
ernment pays half his salary and expenses 
and the Tehachapi Pear Growers’ Associa- 
tion will meet the other half. The heating 
system now installed cost about $45,000. 
will be used. 

“Prevention of frost damage will be worth 
a huge amount to the fruit district,” said 
County Horticultural Commissioner Whit C. 
Barber. His records show that but one crop 
has been made from Tehachapi pear. or- 
chards since 1921. In 1922, the pear crop 
amounted to 114 cars; im 1923, there were 
twenty-two cars; in 1924, fifty-eight, and in 
1925, but six. “Tehachapi pears are extra 
choice and bring top prices,” said the com- 
missioner.“A gross price of from $3 to $4 
k. o. d. Tehachapi was obtained for the 
fruit. The crop should be worth at least 
$600 an acre and this estimate is low.”

New Cover Crop for 
Imperial Valley 


EL CENTRO.—The principal objection 
that cotton and corn growers of Imperial 


- Valley have had to cover crops has been

For the 
past four years the Unjrersity of California 
has been conducting extensive experiments 
with winter cover crops at the Meloland ex- 
perimental station. Over fifty different va- 
rieties have been tested and*out of the en 
tire list one was found which seems to be 
exactly suited to Imperial Valley conditions. 

I. Beaty, foreman of the Meloland station, 
says that yields of cotton and grain sor- 
ghum have been decreasing at an alarming 
rate, and that it is possible this new plant 
may benefit these industries greatly. it ts 
a legume ang ie known as Calcarata vetch. 
It makes thé largest tonnage of green tops 
of any win legume tried out at the sta- 
tion. The most important feature is that 
it may be sown in October and is ready to 
plow under by February 1. 

Mr. Beaty says that many cotton and corn 
growers of the valley have visited the ex- 
periment plots to inspect them and that 
most of them have expressed the intention 
of using the new cover crop to improve soil 
fertility.

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Annual Institute Fount of Inspiration 
to South's Walnut Growers 


-ANTA PAULA.—That Ventura county 
8 knows how was amply demonstrated by 
the Eighth Annual Walnut Institute 

held on February 20, at Santa Paula. Sev- 
en hundred growers from the southern coun- 
ties, together with a generous sprinkling 
from other parts of the State, made up what 
is estimated to be the largest institute meet- 
ing in recent years. J. P. Thille, prominent 
walnut grower and chairman of the South- 
ern Counties Walnut Growers’ department 
had charge of details, assisted by County 
Farm Adviser V. F. Blanchard. At noontime 
the high school cafeteria played its part nobly 
in supplying the inner men with good food, 


and at all times during the morning and 


afternoon sessions the auditorium was filled 
to overflowing. 


Quality literally sat up and shouted. With 
“Better California Walnuts” the slogan of 
the day, each speaker prepared his contri- 
bution to the day's program with the quali- 
ty factor in mind. Right off the bat, A. J. 
McFadden of Tustin told the assemblage 
what the California Walnut Growers’ Asso- 
ciation intends to do about it. Regardless 
of the kinds of nuts which may hereafter 
come to association houses, officers and 
members are determined to see that only 
good, well graded stuff goes out. To this 
end, new grading rules and methods are to 
be instigated, starting with tighter door in- 
spection, penalizing of poor deliveries, stit- 
fer color requirements in kernels, and wind- 
ing up with the Diamond Brand trade mark 
on every top grade nut. 


How to grow better nuts, in view of strict- 
er grading rules is the problem before grow- 
ers at present, and T. H. Lambert, prest- 
dent of- the Los Angeles Farm Bureau and 
head of the El Monte Walnut Growers’ As- 
sociagion, stepped right out on the platform 
and as a grower recounted some of the card- 
inal principles in quality walnut culture. Ac- 
cording to this speaker, every grower owes 
an obligation to produce a better product 
not only to himself, but to his Association 
and to the California Industry. W. B. Hoop- 
er, walnut specialft of the agricultural ex- 
tension service, backed up Mr. Lambert's ad- 
vice to the letter, and outlined a program of 
improvement. Greater attention to irriga- 
tion with the ideal in view of maintaining a 
deep, uniform and optimum moisture condi- 
tion during the several critical periods in 
the walnut year was stressed. Thinning of 
crowded old groves will do its bit toward 
the production of better nuts. Pruning goes 
hand in hand with this last. Fight aphis, 
said Mr. Lambert. Fight codlen moth, said 
Mr. Hooper. And last of all, proper harvest- 
ing methods should top ‘off the season. Fre- 
quent, early pickings and rapid curing 
mean less mold, lighter meats and early de- 
liveries mean better prices. 


DEHYDRATION DISCUSSED 


In the afternoon a report on artificial de- 
hydration was submitted by Prof. A. W. 
Christie of the College of Agriculture, and 
assistant inspector for the association 
during the past two seasons. Debydration 
is here to stay. Though cosets be slightly 
higher than for sun-irying, the insurance 
factor and speeding up of deliveries more 
than offset the difference.

The demand for feeder cattle hag been-in- 
creased since the recent rains, says the Cal- 
ifornia Cattlemen's Association. Most buy 
ers, however, want stock fleshy enough to 
make early beef. Prices quoted by the asso 
ciation range from $35 to $40 for cows, and 
$45 to $50 for 2-year-old steers. Contracts 
for yearlings and 2-year-old feeders are be 
ing made freely in Arizona by both Coast 
and eastern buyers. 


Kenneth McGregor, manager of Harrison 
Stock Farms, Woodland, reports a strong 
demand since the first of the year for Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls. During the past six 
weeks ninety-eight head of pure-bred bulls 
have been sold by this big California live- 
stock breeding establishment, and practical- 
Ix all of these bulls, he says, have been sold 
to men who never owned “Doddies” before. 
Most of the inquiries he receives are from. 
rangemen of California and neighboring 
States, although some animals have been 
sold to breeders. He has shipped bulls to 
breeders in Hawley, Willows, Sites, and 
Lompoc, while teh bulls were sold to a 
breeder tn Merced and ten to a breeder in 
Wendell.

“We are having a wonderful calving sea- 
son; calves are coming daily now by our 
noted stock bulls. We should have many 
show prospects this coming year as well as 
herd headers. The wonderful rains all over 
California, followed by plenty of sunshine 
are growing out the feed in great shape. 
Our cows are calving out on the grass, and 
the calves are doing wonderfully well.” 

Mr. McGreagor also reports that he has a 
fine string of show bulls ready to supply the

RIVERSIDE.—The Riverside County 
Cow-Testing Association held its annual 
get-together meeting at the county farm, 
Arlington, February 13. Despite a heavy 
rain, the attendance was over 50. 

The annual report showed 1700 cows un- 
der test in the county and yearly records on 
898. The average production for 1925 was 
365.7 pounds of butter fat, an increase of 
278 pounds over the average production of 
1924. During the past year more than three 
times as many cull cows were disposed of 

in any previous year. This culling, no 
oubt, accounts for the average increase in 
butter fat. Nine cups were given at the 
meeting for achievement in high production 
during 1925 and were presented to the fol- 
lowing: 


W. R. Elliott, Riverside, on a herd of 
fourteen cows with an average production 
of 426.9 pounds of butter fat: M. k. Good- 
reau, Arlington, herd of twenty-two cows 
with an average production ot 442.9 pounds 
of butter fat; James Christy, San Jacinto, 
herd of fifty-six cows with an average pro- 
duction of 353.2 pounds of fat. Vali Com- 
pany, Temecula, a herd of ninety-two cows 
with an average production of 463.4 pounds 
of fat; McCarty Brothers, Corona, herd of 
100 cows and an average produc. 
tion of 357.3 pounds of fat: T. L. Richmond. 
Arlington, on a purebred cow producing 
595.5 pounds of fat; Vail Company, on a 
grade cow producing 722.2 pounds of fat; 
W. P. Blodgett, San Jacinto, for an average 
increase of 134 pounds of fat over the rec- 
ord of 1924, and W. F. Eldridge, Corona, on 
an average increase of 47.8 pounds of fat 
over 1924.

California Rinda's Begonia, a two-and-one- 
half-year-old Jersey heifer in the Universi- 
ty of California Farm herd at Davis, recently 
finished a yearly record of 14,691.9 pounds of 
milk and over 840 pounds of butter fat.

Cattle Club, will rank as the second highest 
for butter fat and third highest for milk 
made by a Jersey of this age, and the heavi- 
est production for a Jersey bred and owned 
by an agricultural college. This remarkable 
heifer is one of the first five daughters of 
Octavia’s Rinda Lad, a Pacific bred bull, all 
bred at the California institution, and from 
dams likewise bred at the University Farm, 
that have finished records with their first 
calves averaging over 659 pounds of butter 
fat for the year. 


The results of the lamb-feeding trials con- 
ducted during the past year at the Univers- 
ity of California college of agriculture, 
Davis, points out the value of bean screen. 
ings in the fattening ration. The feeds used 
were barley costing $30 per ton, cull raisins 
at $22.50 per ton, bean screenings at $15 per 
ton, raisin pulp at $15 per ton and alfalfa 
bay at $14 per ton in various combinations.

ULA VISTA.—Celery culture is prac 
tieally a new industry in Diego 
county, as it is now only sev years 
since the first carload was shipped out of 
Chula Vista, where the production is cen- 
tered. profitable crop was first grown 
here by American, but was almost imme 
diately taken over by the Japanese, with 
Americans find it difficult to 
compete. Now the acreage has itocreased 


“Japanese competition with American 
celery-growers continues.” says F. W. Staf- 
ford, a leading member of the local Farm 


Center. “As yet we have been unable to 
realize protection through the laws enacted 
to outlaw land leasing and other devices em- 
ployed to enable the Orientals to operate as 
producers. Although the law has failed, 
however, we are making sofhe progress as 
a result of improved methods, which, for 
some reason, the Japanese seem reluctant 
to accept.” 

To compete with the alien the American 
grower has adopted a more economic and 
efficient method of blanching. The Japanese 
stin wraps each plant separately with pa- 
per and ties with twine. This requires a 
great amount of labor and adds considerably 
to the cost of production. The white grow- 
er uses long strips of Inch paper and 
large wire staple The paper is white, 
two-ply, and reinforced with strings held 
in place with asphaltum. Two strips are

The 
paper and the staples may be used year aft- 
er year, provided they are placed in storage 
when not in use. This new method of 
blanching is only in ite second year. 

The American growers are rapidly learn- 
ing and accepting new ideas. A majority 
are using American groen seed, while the 
Japanese cling to the French seed. Amert 
can seed is proving superior to the imported, 
many growers declare. 

The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture is praised by the American growers. 
The department has done much to assist 
them in fighting pests. The government 
men have bred a new strain of celery, par- 
ticularly adapted to local conditions. This 
is the Gret season that the new strain bas 
been produced in marketable quantities. 
Those who were fortunate to get the seed 
report that the new variety brings them 25 
cents more per crate than any other. 

Celery requires more careful irrigation 
than any other crop, it is said. Th Jepart- 
ment of Agriculture bas given the growers 
the benefit of the extensive tests made at 
the local experiment station. Japanese 
have been .siow to accept advice; 
so it happens that alongside a field of ex- 
cellent celery gro by an American there 
will often be that of an Oriental greatly 
damaged through faulty irrigation. 

Celery in Chula Vista is set in single 
rows in the field durin the six weeks fol 
lowing September 15. The harvest begins 
about December 20 and closes the middle of 
April. The cost of growing an acre of cel 
ery and marketing it is said to be about 

„the profit depending upon the Market- 
conditions. 

Chula Vista celery is said to have only 
one important seasonal competitor, that from 
the Venice district. AKhough enormous 
quantities are grown elsewhere in the State, 
they are absorbed by the markets by the 
time the local product is ready to ship to 
the Atlantic Coast markets; where the bulk 
of the crop is sold. : 


Kings County Farmers 
Favor Tanks 


HANFORD.—Sanitary conditions on more 
than a hundred farms in Kings county are 
as good and uptodate as they are in the 
residential districts of 
county, says County Farm Adviser Wallace 
Sullivan. At a cost of from $25 to $35 for 
materials, farmers are following the plans 
and specifications pre by the Univer- 
sity of California, and equipping their homes 
with septic tanks.
